THE PUDLIL WouKS COMMISSION. 

Arhong other documonts Inid on tha table. 
was & volume of 269 pages, foolacap size, 
containing the report of, and the ovidence 
taken by, the Commission appointed to 
enquire into tha truth of certain charges 
publicly mado against the officers of the 
Public Works Department. _ The members 
of the conimission wore the Hons, E. L. 
O'Malley, A. Lister. and F. Bulkeley John- 
son. Thocommission sat 18 times, and during 
that time examined Major Mulloy, R-I., 
Mr Flemming, R.E., nearly the whole 
stalfof the Pubjic Works Departinent, os 
weil as officers connected with tho Colonial 
Secretary's, Treasurers and Audit Dopart- 
ments and must of the Chineso contractors 
employed by Government, Tho: commis- 
sion, at the outset, found considerable ditti- 
culty in ascertaining the preciso nature of 
the charges made nyainst the Department. 
The evidence takon, however, onabled 
them to find positively that the system 
employed by the Department ‘was’ as 
good as that employed by. the Royal 
Enginoers, or private persons, tho cvi- 
aenca. showing that the lowest tender 
was, as arulo, accdpted unlosa there was a 


special reason to the contrary, such a3 the 


noturious insolvency or incompetence of 
the person ‘tendering. Tho evidence on 
this point also sliowed that the cgn- 
tractors usually omployed. wore asufli- 
ciéatly numerous to ensure fair competition. 
All tho professional witnesses examined 
testified to the generally superior quality 
of tho work done for the Government, 
and only onc witness thought the prices 
paid were tive par cont. in oxcess of that 
paid by private firms, tho rost thinking the 
prices just and reasonable, _ No: evidence 
waa forthcoming of a single bribe haying 
beon accepted by'sn officer of the Public 
Works-Department during the adidinistra- 


tion of tho Hon. J. M. Prico; or, in,bis‘ab- 


sence, that of Mr Bowdler.: All tho con- 
(castors positively deny having given bribes 
to the officers of the Department, although 
they admit the practice of: sending sunual 
presonts of no great value is a cummon 
ong. The Commission aro of opinion, 
from statements made by witnesses, that 
thoro can be no doubt that presents, not 
only of jewellery and valuable-erticles, but 
also of monoy, are not unfrequently offered 
hy nativo contractors and others to persons 
appointed to superintend both public and 
private works ; but the professional gentle- 
wen examined did not consider the Govern- 
ment system of supervising works was more 
open tu.abuse, or lent itaelf more readily to 
corruption than that commonly’ applicd tu 
the inspection of private works, except 
id one particular. Jt-is mainly upon the 
reports of the overseers that work is 
passed and payments are made;-acd.on 
them frequently devolve tho melauring of 
piece work, ‘and echocking, approving, and 
sottling the amounts of bilis sent in for pay- 
iment. The Commissiun recommends: that 
4a special officer, or officers, .thoronghly 
qualified, and of assured charactet and suf- 
ficiently paid, be appointed tu perform this 
duty, thus removing the temptation which 
tho overseers are exposed to. ° The Com- 
tnission also recommends that the acceptance 
of preaenta by officers of the Department, 
excepting by express permission of His Ex- 
cellency, should be absolutely prohibited.

FINDING OF MARINE COURT oF INQUIRY. 


‘Tho finding of the Marine Court of In-|- 


quiry which investigated the circumstances 
attending: the lamentable expldsion on 
board the river steamer: Yoteat, was deli- 
verod by Captain Thorhsett, the President 
of: the Court, ab the Harbour Master's 
Office this forsnoon. The other members 
of the Court were present, as also Captain 
Hoyland,.end Mr W. Wotton, who'repre-.

Before: reading .the finding,’ Captain 
Thomsctt. said there were several explana- 
tions of technical terms given in the finding 
in order to assist the public in understanding 
At thoroughly.’

*Roferring to paragraph 2, tho bursting 
pressure of boilera-is, generally. spoaking, 
from 4 to Gk times the working steam 
pressure, varying according to the ago 
and condition of the boilers. Therefore, if 
the safety vulves are the coxcect sizo, well 
fitted and the weights, or springs, properly 
adjastod, it is considered impossible that 
any boilor can explode from oxcessive pres- 
sure, even supposing the stop valve to be 
closed. Ae 

‘On the 16th February, after tho repairs 
of the Yolsxi’s boilers weve completed, and 
tested with water pressure, in the presence 
of Mr Jobn S. Browor, the Government 
Marino Surveyor, with a satisfuctory rc- 
sult, steam was raised for the purpose of 
testing the Bteam joints, and the vessel was 
taken for 4 short ran. The’ Govornment 
Marine Surveyor was nof present, he not 
having been notified uf the Dock Company’s 
intention to raise steam. © Consequently 
tho safety valvos wore not adjusted on this 
occasion, at they should have been before 
the vessel proceeded under steam. After 
this trial, the Dock Company. considered 
that tho ship was no longer under their 
charge. 

* On the 10th February, steam was raised, 
and another trial made. ‘Tho Government 
Marine Suryeyor was present and he ad- 
justed.all the safety valves, excapt the 
locked up safety valve, on tho starboard 
boiler, which was found to hare something 
wrong with the fittings, : 

‘On the 22nd February, steam was again 
raised and a trial made; when the Marina 
Survoyor was not.present, he not having

* On the 24th February, steam was raised 
and the vessel proceeded on atrip to Macav 
to resume her’ duties on the Canton and 
Macao line.
